Attached to the end of the BFO variable cap is an 
actuator arm with a pin sticking out of it.? This pin 
operates the BFO rocker switch: 
https://photos.app. goo. g1/8MyRRpbURYtbhNeG7 


Over time, the pin will bend slightly- like a millimeter- toward 

the center of the cap.? This will cause it to disengage from the 
rocker switch prematurely, leaving it not quite completely actuated. 
Once you rotate it back towards "OFF," the rocker will stay there with 
no way to re-engage from outside. 


Very carefully, very gently, bend the pin back down (away from the 
center of the cap) about a millimeter or two and it will engage 
reliably.? Be careful, because if you break off this pin, you will be 
very unhappy.

Thank you for posting about this interesting radio, Bob. 
There's always a thing or three about them to peak interest, 
at least for me.? How about that red wire run from the 6146 
plate cap, across and above nearly the whole innards of 

the radio, so they can connect to a neon lamp on the 

front panel and indicate RF being generated. Oh, My! ;-) 


Several things about these radios appeal to me. 

First- They're usually cheap.? That stirs the Scots ghost 

in my soul.? I've paid as little as $10 for nice, clean sets. 
IIRC the most I ever paid for one of these AM transceivers 
was $50, which was for a very cool Western Electric 

227B (Related to the TRC-109) 

I need to put that radio back on the air- I like the handset.

The John Meck company of Plymouth IN made lots of radios, phonos, and 


TVs but only one ham product:? the T-60 transmitter.?? It wasn't very 
popular and is a bit unique as it used a regenerative crystal oscillator 
and plug-in coils to drive a pair of 6L6s, but doubles on all bands.?? 
Several of us have converted the oscillator to a more conventional type 
in order to use on-frequency crystals and wire the 6L6s in parallel for 
about 30-35 watts output. 


One thing puzzles me and I haven't found an explanation in any of the 
old books:?? The 6L6 screens are bypassed with a .001uF but there is 
also a 50pF capacitor from screen to cathode, which is bypassed with a 
.O1uUF. ? ? What is the purpose of that 50pF cap? It can't be for 
neutralization because each goes between screen and cathode of the same 
tube, not to the other one. 


Another unusual aspect of the Meck design is the use of separate 
identical power supplies for the modulator and PA, something I can't 
remember seeing on any other small transmitter.?? Any Meck owners are 
invited to join the Mecker at groups.io.
